U, S., British. F r e n c h 
Po licy -Ma kers Meet

Foreign Minister Karl Gruber of 
Austria said in Vienna yesterday 
his country will demand United Na 
tions recognition as a soviereign 
state and the withdrawal of occupa 
tion troops if the big powers do not

COLUMBUS, May 21—(AP> —At­ 
torney General Herbert S. Duffy 
promises to take a stronger hand 
in deciding which permit holders 
are cited for liquor law violations. 
The attorney general said yester 
day no more citations will be drakm 
up bv his office until the facts are 
investigated. Citations drawn up by 
clerical help in the liquor depart­ 
ment, he added, will not be accept­ 
ed unless sufficient evidence is pre­ 
sented to warrant a citation and 
possible conviction. 
Previously, citations were drawn 
up in the liquor department 
or 
brought to Duffy's office for draft­ 
ing. The attorney general's office 
was not asked whether the cita­ 
tion should be placed in effect, or 
whether 
there 
w as 
sufficient 
grounds 
lor 
prosecution. , Duffy 
claimed.

“We are not going to take the 
responsibility for trying these cases 
without knowing whether there is 
any justification." Duffy comment­ 
ed. "From now on, before a cita­ 
tion is issued, the attorney gen­ 
eral’s representative (in the liquor 
department) will determine whether 
there ie sufficient evidence to is­ 
sue a citation. 
“There is no fight about it," Duffy 
asserted. “It is just a matter of pol­ 
icy.”
